New York, July 23.—Drawn back to 
the scene of his crime by a force he 
could not resist, August Eberhard, self- 
confessed murderer of his aunt, Mrs. 
Ottillle Eberhard, a Viennese widow 
whom he lured to a lonely spot in New 
Jersey a few days ago and shot to 
death, was captured near Paterson, N, 
J., today, and is now a prisoner in the 
‘Hackensack fall. 

What interested the authorities most 
in the confession Eberhard made 
them late today was the reason he gave 
for committing the crime. Eberhard 
said that he was in love with a New 
York girl, and that he needed money to 
marry her; so, Knowing that his aunt 
hag $2,500, he plotted to kill her and 
steal the money. 

Intended to Kill Cousin, Too. 

Eberhard says he also intended to 
kill his pretty cousin, Ottillee Eberhard, 
to whom he was engaged, go that noth- 
ing would stand in the way of his 
marriage to the.New York girl. The 
police have the name of the girl men- 
tioned by Eberhard, and she will be 
brought to Hackensack to tell what 
she knows of the murder. 

Hollow-eyed, cheeks drawn, ang with 
the look of a haunted animal on his 
face, Eberhard was found lying:‘on the 
lawn of a residence just outside of 
Paterson. There was an ugly-looking 
wound in his right leg, which the mur- 
derer first said had been inflicted by.

The statement tin the matter 
made public tonight by Secretary Loeb 
follows: 

“The president has directed the at- 
torney general to immediately’ take 
steps for the retrial of the Standard 
Oil case. The reversal of the decision 
of the lower court does not in any 
Shape or way touch the case, excepting 
so far as the size of tne fine is con- 
cerned. There is absolutely no ques- 
tion of the guilt of the defendant or 
of the exceptionally grave character of 
the offenee. The president would regard 
it as a gross miscarriage of justice ff. 
through any technicality, the defendant 
escaped the punishment which would 
have unqtiestionably been meted out to 
any weaker defendant who had been 
guilty of such offense. The president 
will do é¢verything in his power to

On the lower floor of the stores oc- 
cupied by the Southern Produce Com- 
pany and Waters & Co, were many 
chickéns, whose piteous cackles at- 
tracted the attention of the crowd, Up 
above were the feathers, which added 
no Httle to the progress of the flames. 

The losses were distributed as follows: 
Waters & Co.,.$4,000; Southern Produce 
Company, $2,000; Bubanks Feather 
Company, $2,000; while the damage to 
the buildimg twill probably exceed $3,000.

He told of a negro who was ill being 
given twenty-five lashes and sent to 
work in the cotton flelds, where he fell 
and later expired. Asked if the negro’s 
name was Peter Harris, he replied that 
he could not remember.

He went to 
the hospital to have it lanced. The 
physician, Dr. Fisher, cursed him for 
being there because he appeared so 
strong and healthy.

AMERICANS ARE DISGUSTED 


| Carpenter Won 400-Meter Race, 
Beating Halswelie, the British

London, July 23.—The unfortunate se- 
ries of disputes which has arisen since 


the opening of the Olympic games, not ; 


Only between the Americans and the 
officials of the Amateur Athletic Asso- 
‘ciation, but between the athletes of 
other nations and the same officials, 
culminated today in an occurrence, 
which threatened to wreck the inter- 
Olympic meetings. 

| The trouble was over the final heat 
of the 400-meter flat race, for which 
iJ. C. Carpenter, Cornell university: J. 
B. Taylor, Irish-American  Athietic 
Club; W. C. Robbins, Cambridge, Mass., 
and Lieutenant Wyndham Halswelle, 
United Kingdom, qualified. With the 
exception of Taylor, the men got off 
quickly on the firing of the pistol, and 
Robbins sprinted in front, taking the 
poie from Carpenter, who was just be- 
hind, with Halswelle trailing along be- 
side him. 

It looked Iike anybody’s race 
they approached the last turn, the 
three leaders being bunched. Their 
spurt for the final hundred yards was 
just begun when suddenly a number 
of officials rushed onto the track, the 
tape across the finish was torn down, 
and the race was declared void. It was 
hard for a time to understand what 
had occurred, but the official pronounce- 
ment wasthat Carpenter had fouled 
Halsewelle at theturn. Everybody close 
to this spot had noticed that the three 
men had swerved toward the outside 
of the track as they came around the 
bend at a terrific pace, but there were 
me signs of a deliberate foul visible to 
those in the press stands. 

They Cried “Foul,” 


An uproar followed, such as seldom 
or never was witnessed on an athietic 
field. Officials of the Amateur Athletic 
| Association, with whom the arena has 
been filled since the opening of the 
games, ran along the edges of the track 
shouting “foul,” and appeared even 
more excited than the runners, ‘who, 
with the exception of Taylor, continued 
the race to the finish, Carpenter pass- 
ing the post first, Robbins second, and 
Halswelle third. Taylor, who was 4 
considerable distance in the rear, was 
dragged off the track by one of the of- 
ficials, who shouted all the while that 
it was no race. 

The American contingent set up @ 
yell of delight as their men had ap- 
parently captured the race, which had 
been prophesied for the Englishman, 
while the audience occupying the other 
stands sat silent, not knowing the 
cause of the excitement in the arena. 
Then the announcer made the brief 
statement, through a megaphone, that 
the race had been declared void, but no 
reason was given. Still not knowing 
why, a great British cheer broke out 
and continue for several minutes, those 
who could not under any circumstances 
have geen the incident crying “foul” 
louder than those sitting opposite the 
spot where the alleged foul was said 
seeing 
Halswelle taking a wide turn, thought 
it a mistake in judgment. as he had 
lots of room to pass Carpenter on either 
side. 


Uproar for Long Time. 


The uproar continued for nearly half 
an hour, and as the people poured out 
of the stands the arguments were taken 
up in the aisles and gateways by ex- 
cited thousands, and the race is still 
the subject of the bitterest wrangling 
everywhere. Matthew Halpin, the man- 
ager of the American team, who was 
in the arena, immediately entered a 
protest claiming the race for Carpenter. 
who had done the distance, according 
to uyafficial watches, in the remarka- 
ble time of 482+5 seconds. Some 
watches made it even less. A commit- 
tee meeting of the Amateur Athletic 
Association, the dtails of which had 
not been made public, and the judges 
who rendered the décision and Hals- 
were called to state their case. Neither 
any member of the American committee 
nor any one of the three American run- 
ners, however, were called on to make 
any statement, and the committee, after 
upwards of two hours’ consideration, 
rendered the following decision: 

“The judges decide the race void and 
order the same to be run Over again on 
Saturday at noon. Carpénter is dis- 


qualified.” 

When they hearg the decision the 
members of the American committee 
met and passed a resolution ordering 
the men not to run on Saturday. 

Americans Disgusted. 


James E. Sullivan, the American 
commissioner to the games, and Bar- 
tow 8S. Weeks, J. B. McCabe, Gustavus 
T. Kirby, Everett C. Brown and Alonzo 
Stagg, members of the American com- 
mittee, sat in a room in their hotel 
this afternoon, a most disgusted lot of 
Americans. Commissioner Sullivan was 
the spokesman, and the others upheld 
what he sald: 

“Carpenter, &t the crack of the pis- 
tol, took the lead,’ said Mr. Sullivan, 
“and did the only thing he could do 
and win, and that was to take all the 
running out of Halswelle in the first 
three hundred yards. As a result, he 
gave the spectators the fastest 300 
yards ever seen on the stadium. The 
220 yards he covered in 26 seconds and 
at ‘300 yards he had Halswelle out. 
Carpenter haq the pole, but he did not 
run close to jt. He ran well out at the 
first bend and coming to the second 
bend, leading to the straightaway, he 
ran wide, as he had a perfect right to 
do. Halswelle, instead of taking ad- 
vantage of this chance and cutting into 
the post, remained in his old posiiion. 
At that point, probably 110 yards from 
home, Carpenter turned his head to see 
who was there and then swinging up 
the stretch gave the English public a 
110 yards that they had never seen 
equalled.

“Never in my life have I witnessed 
a scene that struck me as being s0 
unsportsmanlike and unfair. When 
Carpenter started to leave Halswelle 
behind, the officjals cried ‘foul,’ in 
unison, and raised their hands and 
hats, while the announcer ran around 
elso yelling ‘foul.’ 

“They declared it no race without 
authority. There was but one man in 
the arena who had authority to do 
that and he was the referee. The ref- 
eree did not do so0, but a lot of ex- 
cited officials ran about screaming 
‘foul’ and ‘no race’ and it wag their 
decision that was announced. 

“If the officials conducting the 
Olympic sports had any spirit of good 
fellowship, and had treated our boys 
as our officials would’ have treated 
them iff they had gone to America, our 
mén would have gone out and run the 
race over again; but they have not. 
The race was as fair as any race ever 
run.” 

The formal announcement of 
American committee is as follows:

“As we approached the last bend 
Robbins had the pole, and was leading 
by a yard. I made my effort there, and 
I certainly ran wide, as I have done 
everytime I hawe been on the track. 
Halswelle had lots of room to pass 
from either side. 

“It is ridiculous to talk of a team 
‘borin’ or pocketing as good a man as 
Haiswelie in a quarter-mile race. No 
team could do it. We had nothing 
of the kind in view; we just raced him 
off hig feet, and he could not stand tire 
pace.” 

Ray Ewery, the American high 
jumper, who left the high jumping 
contest to watch the men pass the turn, 
and who immediately -made mote of 
tracks left by the running shoes, said: 

“At no time was there any lapping 
or confusion of the tracks. I thought 
Halswelle lost his head. He had the 
option of going either on the inside or 
the outside of Carpenter, but apparent- 
ly he could not make up his mind 
what to do.” . 

All the men agree that Trainer Mike 
Mutphy called the runners together be- 
fore the start of the race, and in tell- 
ing them what a good man they had to 
beat. and how careful they had to be 
on actount of the statements in the 
papers that the Americans would try 
unfair play, cautioned them to be fair 
above all things, and to run their hard- 
est. They all say they were doing this, 
and nothing more. 

“Rored” Leroy Holmes. 

F. Leroy Holmes, of Chicago, also 
had an unpleasant experience with the 
spectators this afternoon. He was giv- 
fhe a splendid exhibition in the stand- 
ing high jump, when, without any 
cause whatever, the spectators com- 
menced to “boo.” This got so bad that 
the referee had to call out that if the 
disturbance did not stop the jumping 
would be postponed. This threat served 
to bring quiet. This and other signs 
of il). feeling towards the Americans 
have not escaped the notice of conti- 
nental visitors, the French correspond- 
ents particularly condemning the way 
in which the Americans have been 
treated, and after the 400-meters race 
and the Holmes incident, they, with 
others of their countrymen, took up 
the arguments in behalf of the Ameri- 
ca ns.

J.‘ R. Lumsden, the first witness, tes- 
tifled that he visited the camps in 
Decatur county, at Reynoldsville, Si- 
reen and Naylor, and that he found 
that with the exception of dirty bed 
cTothing the camps were in good shape. 

R. E Davidson testified that he vis- 
ited Pinson & Williams’ camp, in 
Brooks county, and found it in fairly 
good shape: that, with the exception of 
the bed clothing, Which was dirty, and 
the fact that there was no hospital 
ang no records Kept, the camp was in 
good shape. He also visited the Thom- 
as county road camp. and found that in 
gz00d shape. Also the Colquitt county 
road camp. but that this was the worst 
on his trip, stating that there was no 
mattress, very little bedding and only 
one blanket. and they were dirty. 
Food, however, was fairly good, sucb 
as it was. He last visited the South- 
ern Lumber Camp, in Tift county, and 
stated that this was in fine shape; that 
everything was clean, and that there 
were no complaints from the convicts, 
and that they were well fed. 

S. T. Ellison testified that he visited 
the camp of Pinson & Williams, and 
practically corroborated the statement 
| of Mr. Davidson. He also visited the 
camp of Mills & Williams, in Thomas 
county, which was in goog shape, and 
the Tift county road camp, which wags 
in fine shape, with the exception of the 
clotbing. 

A. E.* Bond visited the camps in 
Ware and Baker counties, and stated 
that the only thing that he saw that 
¢was wrong Wag that the bed clothing 


He said 60 
per cent of the men got out of the 
mines at sundown, after working from 
sunup; about 40 per cent got out be- 
tween 8 and @ o'clock, having com- 
pleted their required tacks. He usually 
left last after finishing up his work 
of checking. and it was often !0 or II 
o'clock at night. 

He said he saw 4 men whipped in 
one day for “shortage and slate,’ in 
other wards, they failed to complete 
their tasks oor permitted too much 
slate in their supply of coal in their 
effort to bring wp the weight to tne 
required amount. Many convicts faint- 
ed afier being whipped. 

Pardoned Man Brings Suit. 


There was no way open to the men 
to appeal to the protection of the law. 
Witness knew rules were being vio- 
lated, but kept silent. After being par- 
doned he entered suit in Walker coun- 
ty for cruelty and maltreatment, and 
Was awarded verdict for $2,000. Case 
now lies in supreme court, having 
been brought up on appeal by the com- 
pany. 

The witness kept the records of the 
camp. He admitted reporting only one- 
tenth of the whippings, and cut down 
the licks to one-half, as he was _in- 
structed to do. He said the state reg- 
uiations as to bedding and diet were 
ignored. No sheets were furnished the 
men. Blankeig were washed only once 
a year. The bunks were filled with ver- 
min. The men were furnished in the 
morning cornbread and bacon, which 
they ate raw. The men ate dinner in 
the mine. In the evening they ate sup- 
per in the yard.

At the Night Session. 


At the night session of the commit- 
tee, J. §. Cochran, a brother of J. A. 
Cochran, who had testified in the after- 
noon, was put on the stand. He told of 
cruelties at the Durham Coal and Coke 
Company mines. 

Hiere, he said, convicts were worked 
long hours, some being forced to work 
in water up to their Knees and some- 
times up to their waist. Accidents in 
the mine were frequent. 

He was a younger man than his brother 
and rather prepossessing {n looks. Both 
men were composed on the stand and 
had every appearance of sincerity. 
They toid their story without break or 
falter. 

The younger Cochran had been sen- 
tenced for four years, four months and 
nine days for whitecapping. Relating 
experiences at the coal mine, he 
Stated that Captain Mitchell had order- 
ed men chained up. stripped naked and 
flogged with estrops weighing from 
three to five pounds. This, and most 
of the punishments at the mines, were 
for slight violations of the labor reg- 
ulations. The men were given certain 
specified ‘“‘tasks,” and if they did not 
perform this amount of work each day 
they were flogged. He recalled seeing 
thirty to forty men whipped at the 
mine in one day. Four men took an 
hour to administer the punishment. A 
negro named Henry was whipped every 
morning for a week.

Bedding Washed Once a Year. 


In regard to the food and bedding and 
clothes, the witness stated that the 
meals were fair, but that the clothing 
was not up to the standard. and that 
the bedding was washed but once a 
year. Then it was taken to the Chat- 
tahoochee river and dipped and wrung 
out, 

As to the amount of work the men 
had to do, Mr. Wortham stated that it 
was more than any man could do. and 
that In the brick clamps there was not 
One man in one hundred who could 
stand it over an hour. “Jack Casey 
was afraid to go in there fer fear the 
heat would discharge his revolver,” 
said Mr. Wortham. 

He said that while there were divine 
services conducted on Sunday, there 
was always a gang of men working on 
Sunday, and that they received $1! for 
the day’s work, but that no money 
was given them. That they were al- 
lowed to trade it out In the commissary, 
where they only got half value. 

In regard to swapping convicts, he 
stated that he had seen something of 
that kind. Men came there and took 
away some of the convicts and left 
others in their places, 


Arthur Moore Testifies. 


Arthur W. Moore, of 708 Jones street, 
testified that he and his father had 
worked at the Chattahoochee’ Brick 
Company. He was employed .as an 
engineer on the dummy. He left the 
company fifteen months ago voluntari- 
ly, after eight years’ service. He and 
Captain Casey had frequently had 
spats. He is now a fireman on the 
Southern railway. His father, S. W. 
Moore, is loading foreman at the camp. 

Witness said he has seen eight men 
whipped in one day, and estimated 
that the average was five or more a 
day. He said he had seen men fall 
fainting from overwork and heat, and 
that they were whipped when they 
failed. Those hauling brick were forced 
to move in a run to handle the re- 
quired number daily. The men worked 
from before sunrise until after sunset, 
and were not treated humanely. 

He spoke of one man having been 
gtven thirty lashes because he had not 


Witness stated that a negro named 
Jim had been given !03 licks and said: 
“You could have heard that nigger 
holler a mile. All the facts in con- 
nection with his condition after the 
whipping are too dirty to tell. A week 
Or two later he died and fis death was 
attributed to tuberculosis.” 

Witness said that Frank Worthy, 
colored, who resides at 302 Edgewood 
avenue, Atlanta, had also been beaten 
up, because he did not dig a sufficient 
amount of coal for his day’s task. He 
said the state’s officers at the camp also 
received pay from the lessees. 

Pat Bennett, a white man, was re- 
ported by witness to have been whip- 
ped until he could not yell on account 
of weakness. 

Accidents were frequent at the mines. 
Joe English, a white man, was killed 
by falling slate. A negro had his leg 
broken by falling slate, and witness 
said he remained tin hospital untill his 
leg rotted off. Dr. R. H. Tatum was 
hosp talphvsicianatthetime,and wit- 
ness said he came to the hospital while 
under the influence of liquor and at- 
tempted to perform delicate surgical 
operations. A convict who had been a 
physician and surgeon assisted at such 
times and aften performed the whole 
operation. The hospital facilities, he 
said, were rather good. He complain- 
ed that the air in the mine wag fre- 
quently bad. In some of the air shafts 
of the mines, he said. the beef furnish- 
ed the men could be detected by odor 
for a quarter of a mile. 

Testimony of RR. A. Keith. 


R. A. Keith, who operates a saw mill 
near Bainbridge, in Decatur county, 
and who was convicted in Atlanta of 
murder in November, !90!1, was next 
put on the stand. He atated that he 
came from Virginia, had graduated at 
Dahlonega and after serving a peni- 
tentiary term of a little over five years 
was pardoned on January !7. 1907. 

‘uring his prison term he had been 
located at Richwood, in Dooly county, 
Millhaven, near Savannah. and Mill- 
town. Testifying that state officers 
received money from lessees at these 
camps, witness said Jake Moore re- 
ceived $100 a month to secure the best” 
convicts obtainable to work ati the 
Richwood Lumber Company's camp. He 
did not know whether the prison com- 
mission was aware of this. 

He reported overhearing a conversa- 
tion between Colonel W. S. Weat, of 
Valdosta: J. Sid Turner, of the state 
prison commission, and G. V. Gress, in 
which it was stated that these men 
had secured 1!758 Florida convicts, and 
Ssub-leased them. This was in 1[903. 

At the Richwood camp, he said, tne 
warden was B. P. O’Neal of Macon. 
Warden T. E. Gary received $35 month- 
ly from O'Neal. At Gress’ lumber 
camp, witness testified, the warden 
was named Powell, and that, from over- 
indulgence in liquor, he was hardly 
ever in condition for work. He was 
succecded by Warden Mitchell, who 
received 626 from Mr. Gress.¢ 

The Millhaven Lumber Company se- 
cured a batch of comvicts from the 
Richwood company, the witness and 
Warden Gary were included in the 
transfer. For the witness, who had 
clerical ability of a high order, 5 ne- 
groes were exchanged in this unique 
transaction. 

After serving awhile at the Milltown 
Lumber Company camp, he went to the 
Durham Coal and Coke Company's 
mines. 

He told of the white boy being beaten 
to death. He stated the convicts were 
absolutely controlled by the * lessees, 
and the state's officers did nothing 


Witness said the only instance he 
Tecalled of a visit by a member of the 
prison commission was when Commis- 
sioner Tom Eason visited Milltown. It

He — in- 
formed that Jake Moore got s ething 
out of convict lessees tn every camp in 
the state. 

Keith stated Dr. Brock visited the 
mine three or four temes a year, and 
made inspection as to the conditions of 
the mine as to the formation of gas, 
No attention was usually paid his rec- 
ommendations. 

Keith told of whipping men with the 
eand strap, which took the skin Off. 

In addition to his suit in Walker 
county, a suit is also pending there on 
the same line, filed by J. S. Cochran. 
Both alleged cruelty and inhuman 
freatment: the ignoring of the state's 
regulations, and the abandonment of 
state prisoners to private persons with- 
out protection from state officers, Wit- 
ness also has a suit in Berrien county 
for damages against G. V. Gress for 
a rupture received in the latter's em- 
ploy. 

Negro Tells of Killing. 

Bphriam George Gather, a negro, 
was the next witness. He stated 
that he was sent to the Sugar Hills 
and the Chumley Hills camps, and 
stayed there from October i4, 1900, to 
September 286, i90!. 
for carrying concealed weapons and, on 
being questioned, said that this was his 
first and last offense. 

When asked if he knew how many 
times a day the men were whipped, he 
said on an average of two or three 
times. He said that the bedding was 
a black cloth with excelsior or some- 
thing of that nature in it, and that 
they had a sole blanket for covering. 

Wphriam stated that he had not been 
subpoenaed. but ‘that he came of his 
own accord, having seen so much. in 
the papers, and he wanted to have his 
little say a/so. 

He saw one man liald acroes the rail- 
road track with a darkvy on each arm 
and leg, he being one of the darkies, 
and he was whipped until his yells for 
mercy came in nothing but whispers, 
and he was then logged and told to git, 
but he had to be carried. 

The witness spoke of one instance of 
a man being killed In June, !90!1. He 
said the convict left the stockade, 
walking rather siowly and then start- 
ed to run and that one guard shot at 
him from one side of the road and 
another from a tree, and that one of 
tee shots tore away one side of his 
face. 

The negro ran about 50 yards to the 
woods, and the bloodhounds were put 
on his trail. They came back in a 
very short time and the man in charge 
said that the negro had gone on over 
the hills. Ahout a week liater,, the 
witness said, there wae an awful stench 
from the direction where the negro 
had disappeared, and from all hé could 
learn it was the negro who had died 
fram the shot. He said that on one 
occasion he saw e of the biood- 
hounds with the right arm of the man 
in his mouth gnawing it. He said that 
the coorner’s jury was held about five 
days later, but he did not learn what 
was the verdict. .

shot a negro, supposedly the one that 
Ephraim Gather testified of. Mr. Hub- 
bard stated that the guard threw down 
his gun then and there and resigned, 
saying that he thought the negro was 
trying to escape when he shot, but that 
he would have no more of the dirty 
work in his. The committee is going 
to subpena Mr. Buchannan. Mr. Hub- 
bard stated also that he visiteq two 
camps in Dougherty county, and that 
he found the bedding filthy, the bed 
too short, and the food only fair. Dr. 
J. F. Johnson, the last witness, corrob- 
orated these facts, as he was along dur- 
ing the investigation. The committee 
adjourned at !! o'clock, to meet again 
at 3 o'clock this afternoon.

One excellent result of the careful investigation now being made into the 
convict system of Georgia is already spparent. It is the disclosure of the 
woefully lax methods which have all too frequently prevailed in making leg- 


islative investigations. 

Important tours of inspection, undertaken by the state’s paid representa- 
tives, have too often degenerated into mere pleasure junkets. 

On the witness stand Wednesday members of the legislature testified 
that they had been indifferent, careless and negligent in performing their 
labors. 

In the same breath in which they told of cruelty and negligence on part 
of men working the state’s convicts, they confessed their own failure to 
make such an investigation as the law requires. , 

The spectacle of lawmakers on the stand acknowledging their ignorance 
of the law is not a pleasant one. 

These members of the legislature were entrusted with a most important 
work, reflecting upon the honor and good name of the state. Their laxity 
in prosecuting this work and their failure to go to the bottom of the irregu- 
larities and cruelties discovered is most unfortunate. 

Facts were reported, it is true, that will be of inestimable value in set- 
tling the convict question. But the thought will force itself upon the minds 
of all who hear or read the testimony that the evidence is incomplete and

indifference and neglect here is costly to the state, demoraliizng to pub- 
lic institutions fostered by the state and unjust in the extreme to inmates 
of such institutions. 

in response to questions put by Chairman Felder, members of both 
branches of the state’s lawmaking body showed astounding and pathetic 
ignorance. They did not know there existed printed rules and regulations 
for the government of convict lessees and officers of convict camps. 

Amazing as it may seem, legislators blandly assumed that the state for 
|a certain price gave over absolutely the care of conviets to the men who 
| worked them. 

The cruelty and inhuman treatment accorded convicts in some camps 
has been shown to be appalling. The unpleasant fact will not down, how- 
ever, that other instances might have been disclosed by a more painstaking 
and careful inquiry. 

The Constitution directs emphatic attention to this matter, that it may 
be a warning for the future. The members of the legislature are, as a rule, 
| upright, honest, intelligent and loyal men. The most serious fact brought 
out against them is that they did not know the law. Not knowing the 
extent of their authority, they probably did the best they could under the 
circumstances. 

The investigation now under way is a warningf however, that a legal 
inspection does not consist in seeing those things a convict warden wishes 
to have exhibited,” and ignoring the others; asking a few pleasant questions, 
passing the time of day with the physician and the whipping boss and leav- 
ing for the next camp. 

The records and condition of the kitchen, mess hall, hospital, bathhouses, 
sleeping quarters and clothing of the men have too important a bearing upon 
the humane care and treatment of unfortunate criminals to be dismissed 
without thought. 

The members of a legislative investigating committee which does not 
thoroughly investigate are particeps criminis in any infractions of the law 
committed at the institutions they visit. 

The lesson of the present hearing should not be overlooked by Georgia’s 
lawmakers.

PAYING THE PRICE OF RADICALISM. 


The prompt and emphatic reversal by the court of appeals of that $29,- 
000,000 fine imposed by Judge Landis upon the Standard Oil Company is but 
another instance of the futility of extremism in its ultimate effects. 

it was like a piece of brilliant fireworks. lighting up the skies for the 
moment, then falling spent and useless to the earth. 

The trial court must have known that so enormous a penalty would 
not stand the test: the appellate court has made clear to the veriest lay 
mind the inequity of it, and now the former must come down out of the 
clouds ahd try the case again upon an equitable basis. 

There ts no question that the Standard Oil Company was guilty of at 
least some of the abuses charged against it, and that it should have been 
penalized by the imposition of reasonable fine. 

Had the trial court taken that view of it and made the fine accord with 
‘equity and justice, there is little question that it would have been sustained. 
| The same is true of any action founded in conservatism. 

Equilibrium is as immutable a law of human action as it is of physics. 
But the pendulum, put in swing, to reach it, must first go to the other side. 

Scheming politicians, whose agitation swayed the people for the time, mis- 
took the force with which they were dealing. 

Any extreme is dangerous, for, having reached its height, its tendency 
is toward its correlative, wherein ‘‘anti’’ becomes “pro.” ; 

And so, radical anti-corporation sentiments seem, in certain sections, 
to have been replaced for the time at least by a sympathy upon which the 
corporations will not be slow to build. 

It cannot be questioned that the railroads have sought to seize oppor- 
tunely upon this sympathy—the perhaps excessive product of the other 
radical extreme—to make general increase in freight rates the country over, 
and the people will be called on to pay the price. 

Of what? The price of radical agitation and oppressive legislation to 
which their stormily aroused prejudices gave birtb. 

The lesson of it all—acquirement of knowledge of the value of con- 
servatism—tas been a costly one already. Unfortunately, the reaction still 
may add to the price that has already been paid. 

That the railroads are making serious error in attempting to take ad- 
vantage of the situation to increase their rates is apparent. The danger has 
not passed of reaction in the other direction; they cannot afford to make it 
more acute, It would be well for them, if they do not voluntarily abandon 
their plan, should national commission and courte put their veto upon the 
project. 7 

But it is impossible to escape the conclusion that if regulation and re- 
adjustment had been born of reasonable conservatism, the attempt to in- 
crease rates would never have been made. 

We are now paying the penalty of the radicalism that swung the pendu- 
lum too far in the other direction—‘for office only.”

Railroad Representatives Say In- 
crease Absolutely Necessary 


COMMISSION TO ACT SOON 


Prominent Railroad Representa- 
tives Appear Before the Railroad 
Commission to Show That 
1908 Deficits Force In- 
crease in Freight 
Rates. 


The increase in freight rates sought 
by the railway lines traversing Georgia 
to become effective August !, is now 
in the hands of the Georgia railroad 
commission, which will soon determine 
whether it is advisable or not to ask 
the interstate commission to refuse the 
roade permission to make the increase. 
Representatives of different railroads 
seeking an advance in rates on classes 
B, C, D,_F and G, representing the 
shipments of meat, flour and grain and 
their products from western points into 
state of Georgia, yesterday ap- 


General Manager Scott, of the Georgia 
railroad, declared his road would show 
a deficit of about-$300,000 in 1908 over 
1907. He knew of neo way to make an 
increase in earnings by the rates now 
obtaining unless it 
decrease in expenses 

Raise Rates or Cut Wages. 


Second Vice President Culp. of the 
Southern, came next. He asserted there 
had been a decrease in gross earnings 
and an increase in the price of labor 
as well as in the cost of material. These 
conditions had brought about a scarc- 
ity of money necessary to keep up the 
needed repairs and to maintain efficient 
service. Retrenchment had been at- 
tempted by cutting off every expense 
poesible. By letting out parts of forces 
and by leaving undone work that should 
be done the expense had been reduced, 
but not enough to meet requirements. 
Declaring that an increased income 
was necessary to prevent insolvency, 
Mr. Culp deciared that the increased 
rates asked would not prove hurtful to 
any section or community. If the in- 
creased rates were not allowed then it 
would be necessary, in order to avoid 
insolvency. to reduce wages and redncee 
the force. Mr. Culp’s assertion that a 
dividend on preferred: stocks was out of 
the question under existing conditions 
brought Judge Hillyer to an inquiry as 
to what Mr. Culp meant. The second 
vice president advised the commission- 
ers that no dividend had ever been paid 
On the common etock, and that while 
the preferred stock had been receiving 
a dividend for some years past, there 
would be none this spring. 

R. A. Brand, of the Atlantic Coast 
Line, went over the same ground Vice 
President Culp had ‘traversed. Mr. 
Brand wae equally as emphatic along 
the same linee, and urged a restoration 
of the rates in force in 1905. 

H. F. Smith, of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis, following, tracked 
the preceding speakers, and made a 
g00d impression. In his usual convinc- 
ing manner Jack J. Spalding, represent- 
ing the Seaboard Air Line, presented 
his impressions, and was positive in 
asserting that the roads could not con- 
tinue to prosper except by the increase 
sought. W. A. Winburn. of the Cen- 
tral, closed for the petitioners. and 
waa as emphatic in his declarations as 
were those who were heard before him. 

Of the half dozen towns which had 
petitioned the commission, including 
Americus, Augusta, Albany. Commerce, 
Rome and others, Rome alone was prés- 
ent to present its side. Wilson Hardy 
asserted that the increase would work 
a hardship on Rome and Floyd county. 
but added that If the increase was ab- 
solutely necessary to the roads his sec. 
tion would withdraw objections.

measurement of creed, by which we can 
1] orthodox democracy from the vary- 
-make-shifts of political apportunism. 
-€G£ in the religious world, we seek to 
know whether a man ts a Baptist or 
mot, we have no difficulty in finding the 
dogmas by which to test him. If we 
seek to know whether a professed Meth- 
odist be really a true disciple of John 
Weasley, there are certain questions 
which set the matter at rest the moment 
they are answered. So it is with every 
other religious denomination, and So it 
should be with political parties. If de- 
anocracy hae no creed at all, the ques- 
tion arises, WHAT BECAME OF IT? It 
used to have a well-known gospel—a creed 
which every disciple of Jefferson and 
Jackson knew by heart. Why is it that 
the democratic party of today never 
firnows what it stands for until] its na- 
tional convention has adjourn Why 
is it that we see it boxing the compass 
of political variation every ten years? 
It must be that the mariner has been 
tossed im thick weather, on unknown 
seas, and that he himself is not con- 
scious of how far the elements have 
driven him from the true course. 


Calls Populism True Democracy. 


“Judged.by the princigies of hietoric 
democracy, the Gryanites of today have 
mo right to call themselves democrats. 
By the same token, the populists of to- 
day are the true political representatives 
of Jefferson and Jackson. Measured 
by the teachings of John C. Calhoun, of 
Thomas H. Benton; of Thomas Jefferson 
and George Mason, I am the democrat. 
and Mr. Bryan the Hamiltonian. ; 

“I. stand for the financial system of 
eur fathers that which is embodied in 
the constitution of the United States, 
and which wag practiced consistently 
for nearty one hundred years. The ma- 
tured wisdom of John C. Calhoun, as 
evidenceq in his masterful speeches 
upon finance; the lifelong lessons of 
Thomas Jefférson, and the principles 
announced during the great fight that 
Benton a&nd Jackson made upon the 
national banks, have ever been my 
sources of authority for the faith that 
ig in me upon the preeminentiy'§ im- 
portant question of money. On every 
Other principle that marked as dis- 
tinctive from all others the creed of 
Jefferson and Jackson, I stand with 
them, and I cannot but believe that 
the country must return to these an- 
cient landmarks before there will be 
a@ return of that general prosperity 
which was the fruit of this tree pre- 
vious to the time when it was uprooteg 
during the terrible era of. the -civil 
war. . 

“For eighteen years my position has 
been the game. For eighteen years I 
have battled against all odds for the 
creed of our fathers. If necessary, I 
am ready to battle for them eighteen 
other years, and as long as I can raise 
a hand or open my lips. 

“How is it with Mr, Bryan, who is 
claiming to be a democrat, and who 
appropriates as an unquestionable po- 
litical asset of his own the 156 electoral 
votes of the south? 


Says Bryan Has Changed. 


“In 1896, he and I stood together. 
The convention which nominated him 
nominateq me. His acceptance was in 
writing, as was mine. TODAY I STAND 
RY THE SAME CREED THAT BRYAN 
AND WATSON BOTH STOOD FOR IN 
1896. AND I ONLY REGRET THAT 
THE RECRBANCY OF MR. BRYAN 
AND HIS TRUCKLING TO WALL 
STREET HAVE DEPRIVED US OF 
THE IRRESISTIBLE STRENGTH 
THAT COOPERATION WOULD HAVE 
GIVEN TO US. 

“In the democratic platform of 1896 
the money question was recognized as 
paramount to all others. The monetary 
system of the constitution was boldly 
upheld. Eternal war was declared 
against gold monometallism, ag a Brit- 
ish policy whose adoption had brought 
other nations into financial servitude 
to London. In that platform of 1896 it 
Was deciared that congress alone had 
the power to coin and issue money, 
and thea position of President Jackson 
against national banks was strongly 
indorsed. The issuance of notes to cir- 
culate as money by national banks

was declared to be a violation of the} racy 


constitution, and the demand was made 
that all lemal tender paper notes, issued 
to be used as money, should be issued 
by the government of the United 
States. 

“Carried away with his enthusiasm. 
pledging himself heart and soul to re- 
lentless and oontinued warfare against 
the effort of the conspiring financiers 
to overturn our constitutional money 
system, Mr. Bryan declared in a speech 
that made him famous: ‘It is the issue 
of 776 over again. Our

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man who has stood forth as a fairer 
target for indignant denunciation for 
a similar crime than this brilliant Ne- 
braskan, who won the heart of the peo- 
ple om a famous quotation, and who has 
abandoned the cause to which were de 
voted the best years of his life, In the 
hope that he may reach the barren sum- 
mit of a purely personal ambition. 

‘On October 3, 1696, Mr. Bryan wrote 
his letter accepting the nomination of 
the populist party for the presidency. 
In the courge of this letter he says: 

“ ‘By persistently pointing out the dis- 
astrous effects of a gold standard, and 
protesting against each successive step 
towards financial pondage, the populists 
have exerted am important influence in 
awakening the people to a realization 
of the nation’s present peril. At a time 
like this, when a great political party its 
attempting to surrender the right of 
the American people to legislate for 
themselves wpon a financial question, and 
is seeking to Dind them to a foreign 
monetary system, it behooves us, as lov- 
ers of our country and friends of Amer- 
‘lean institutions, to lay aside for the 
present such differences as may exist 
among us on minor questions, in order 
that our strength may be united in a 
supreme effort to wrest the government 
from the hands of those who imagine 
that the nation's finances are only secure 
when controlled by a few financiers.’ 

“It was in that campaign of !896 that 
Mr. Brvan declared the vital truth: 
‘Talk about monopolies! Talk about 
trusts! My friends, they propose to es- 
tablish the most. gigantic ofall trusts 
—the money trust—and let the few men 
who hold the gold dole it out at such 


prite as they will to all of the other 
seventy millions of American people. I 
deneunee: the policy ag more cruel and 
heartless than the political domination 
of a foreign power. I mould rather, 
someone ‘has said, put our army in the 
hands of a foreign geéenera!, our navy in 
command of a foreign admiral, than to 
put the treasury department in the hands 
of a secretary who would run ft on the 
Buropean plan. I would resist such a 
financia] policy with as ‘nuch earnestness 
as fT would resist the progress of an in- 
vading army coming to attack our 
homes.’

Calis It Inconsistent. 


‘Between this glorious declaration and 
the sincerity which then apparently an!- 
mated Mr. Bryan and the shameful be- 
trayal of the people which he has made 
in that Denver platform, with its mild 
memtion of the Aldrich-Vreeland -bil!l— 
his surrender to the asset currency 
which he was fighting only four years 
ago—his proposition to perpetuate the 
national banking system with a govern- 
mental guaranty—amd his preposterous 
proposition that the paper money of the 
government shall not only be fluctuating 
in its quantity, but shall be made for the 
purpose of lendimg it to the banks; be- 
tween the patriotic reformer who spoke 
as I have quoted in 1896, and the place- 
hunting politician who patched together 
that vote-seeking document at Denver, 
there fa the tremendous psychological 
change which marks the absorption of 
the youthful, ardent crusader by the 
cold, calculating, unscrupulous pleace- 
hunter. Bryan, the champion of the 
people, is no more. The Bryan of today 
is simply a tireless, accomplished, un- 
feeling politician, playing the game 
craftily and using men and measures as 
pawns on the board. 

“How can anybody reconcile the 
Bryan of so late a year ag 1904, who 
shouteg from the platform, in Urbana, 
Ohio: “THE DEMOCRATS IN 1892 
PLAYED A’ CONFIDENCE GAME ON 
THE PEOPLE AND PUT A BUNCO 
STEERER AT THE HPAD OF THE 
PARTY,’ to the Bryan of today? 

“All through his book, which Mr. 
Bryan called “The First Battle,’ he de- 
clared time and again that he would 
never support the gold standard or a 
gold-standard’ tandidate. Throughout 
the book he holds forth the idea that 
the members of a political party should 
its nomination rather than suod- 
mit to its surrender of its well-known 
principles. Time and again he declares 
‘the democratic party cannot serve God 
and mammon; it cannot serve plutoc- 
ang at the same time defend the 
rights of the masses. If it yields to 
the plutocracy it ought to lose, and 
will lose, the support of the masses.’

“A newspaper writer asks what have 
I done to entitle me to the electoral 
vote of my native state. I accept the 
challenge. 


Entitled to Georgia’s Vote. 


“During my one term in the Georgia 
legislature I spoke and voted for the 
bill which made railroad property tax- 
able in every county through which the 
road ran; spoke and voted for the bill 
which amended the law in favor of 
farm tenants: gave my active aid to N. 
E. Harris in the passage of the act 
establishing the Technological school, 
and ted the debate for the prohibition- 
ists on the local option bill under which 
whisky was voted out of the country 
counties. 

“During my one term in congress I 
defeated the bill of General Cutting 
which—like the Dick bill that is now 
the law~—sought to deprive the states 
of their control of their own militia. 
I was active in the passing of the au- 
tomatic car-coupler bill which requires 
that freight trains be supplied with 
these life-saving appliantes. 

“TI voted for the etght-hour law. On 
February !7, 1893, I secured, the first 
appropriation which this government 
ever made for the free delivery of mails 
to people living outside incorporated 
cities and towns, Under the system, 
which had its origin in that law, about 
40,000 men are now employed carrying 
civilization to country homes. 

“Mr. Bryan was a member of con- 
gress at the same time I was, and he 
did not see the terribly dangerous 
character of the Cutting bill, any more 
than he sees the danger in the revolu- 
tionized militia system which the Dick 
bill put upon us. 

“Mr Bryan made no effort to secure 
an appropriation for free delivery of 
rural mails, nor did he in his two terms 
in congress do a single thing but talk. 
Not a line on the statute book owes 
its existence to Bryan. 

“His whole career is one vast ocean 
of talk; without a single lighthouse to 
mark the hidden reef, without a single 
harbor in which the storm-tossed ves- 
sel can make port. 

“In my own state I take a hand in 
every work of reform: in Nebraska, 
Bryan’s record is as barren as it Is 
elsewhere. When the prohibition issue 
comes up in‘Georgia I am always 
against the saloons. When tht same 
issue bobs up in Nebraska, Bryan lays 
low, keeps mum, and stays out of the 
scrimmage.

claimed to be as good a populist as 
Watson. Upon that plea he took away 
from Watson the populists of the west. 
For eight years he wore every shred of 
clothing which populism had in “‘'‘'ts 
wardrobe. He did not leave to me po- 
litically so much as a fig leaf. Con se- 
quently, it was necessary for me to let 
Mr. Bryan monopolize the stage. n 
1904 he abandoned his populistic 
raiment and entered zealously. to the 
extent of sixty-five speeches per day, 
into the Parker campaign, which he 
himself had denounced ag a seil-out to 
the Wall street element of the demo- 
cratic party. He had hired halis in 
Chicago and elsewhere to denounce the 
manner in which Ryan and Belmoat 
were buying the nomination for Judge 
Parker; yet he himself campaigned In- 
diana, West Virginia and other states 
in a special train furnished by Ryan 
and Belmont; and he himself accepted 
$20,000 of Ryan and Belmont’s money. 
Not only did he do so, but he violated 
the law of his own State by failing to 
publish a statement of how the money 
Was expended. 

“In excuse of his political apostacy in 
1904, he pleaded the majority rule, 
claiming that as a party man it was 
necessary for him te bow to its will. 
But that excuse no longer avails. In 
Denver he was absolutely in despotic 
control of the democratic party. What- 
ever he wanted done was done. Who- 
ever ‘he wanted thrown out was 
bounced. The platform is just what he 
made it, and that platform is one of 
the most shameful abandonments of 
principle that political history presents. 
The man who in !896 declared his un- 
alterable opposition to the single gold

professed to be in favor of our con- 
stitutional money system has gone over 
to Wall street, bag and baggage. clam- 
oring for asset currency to be issued by 
the government and loaned to the 
banks, with only the faintest possible 
word of rebuke to those who passed 
the infamous Aldrich-Vreéland bill. 

“This Denver platform is not a dem- 
ocratic platform, unless the mere say- 
so of W. J. Bryan constitutes democ- 
racy. Judged by the creed of Jefferson, 
it is not democratic. Judged by the 
creed of Benton and Jackson, it is. not 
democratic. Judged by the platform of 
the party from its very foundation 
down to the days of Buchanan, ft is an 
insult to historic democracy to cali 
Bryan’s patchwork platform a demo- 
crafic document. What right has he to 
demand the support of those citizens 
who are democratic in principle, upon 
such a platform as this?

Upon one principle alone can he hope 
to get it. and that is upon the idea that 
the south is compelled to vote the dem- 
ocratic ticket, no matter how offensive 
in principle the platform may be, nor 
how much the candidate may insult her.
